REPORT 


OF   THE 


Superintending     Scliool    Conimiftee> 


To  the  Citizenfi  oj  Somerswoi'th : 

The  Superintending  Committee  present  the  following 
statement  in  regard  to  the  schools  under  their  supervis- 
ion : 

The  past  school  year  has  been  characterized  by  earnest 
and  well  directed  effort  on  the  part  of  pupils  and  teachers 
and  with  good  results. 

An  effort  has  l)een  made  by  your  committee  to  raise 
the  standard  of  our  schools,  and  the  movement  has  re- 
ceived the  hearty  aid  and  co-oj^eration  of  our  teachers. 

Our  Primary  schools  are  under  the  instruction  of  faith- 
ful and  competent  teachers,  and  during  the  past  year  have 
maintained  the  high  standmg  of  former  years.  The  low- 
er Primary  schools  are  larger,  and  some  of  them  have 
more  scholars  than  the  rooms  can  well  accommodate. 

The  standard  of  the   First  Primary    schools  has  been 
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raised  and  Pow(4rs  Language  Series  and  Goodrich's 
Child's  History  introduced.  Tliese  new  studies  are  en- 
joyed very  much  by  pupils  and  teachers  and  have  satis- 
fied a  lono-  felt  want.  The  first  of  Powell's  Lanouage  Se- 
ries  has  also  been  introduced  into  the  Second  Primary 
schools.  There  still  remain  some  important  work  to  be 
done  in  the  Primary  schools  in  the  way  of  revising  the 
studies,  introducing  new  text  l)ooks,  and  supplying  the 
schools  with  some  new  books  of  reference,  maps,  charts, 
etc. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Granuiiar  School  has  been 
revised  and  the  standard  raised.  (See  studies  in  the 
Grammar  School  infra.)  Promotion  from  the  First  Pri- 
mar}^  school  to  the  Second  Grammar  School,  and  from  one 
class  to  another  in  the  Grammar  School,  is  now  regulated 
by  written  examinations.  This  method  cannot  fail  of  pro- 
ducinij  more  thorouirh  work. 

Harvey's  Language  Course  was  introduced  in  the 
Grammar  School  in  the  place  of  Green's  in  the  Fall  term, 
and  has  proved  a  very  satisfactory  change. 

The  study  of  Book-Keeping  in  this  school  has  l)een  ex- 
tended and  now  includes  l)oth  single  and  doul>le  entry, 
and  the  practical  text  book  of  Meserve}'  has  been  intro- 
duced. 

The  course  of  study  for  each  term  and  each  class  in  this 
school  has  been  arranged  so  that  each  scholar  may  now 
know  the  exact  amount  of  work  for  each  term  required  of 
him.      (See  studies  in  the  Grammar  School  infra). 

A  change  in  instructors    took    place    in  the    Grammar 
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School  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term  in  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Wm.  S.  Pierce,  who  had  been  Principal  of  this 
school  for  over  two  years.  Mr.  J.  D.  Montgomery,  for- 
merly Principal  of  the  Berwick  High  school,  Avas  em- 
ployed to  fill  this  vacancy.  The  Second  Grammar  School 
continues  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  L.  M.  Hoyt. 

The  scholars  in  both  departments  are  studious  and  en- 
thusiastic in  their  work.  The  teachers  are  competent  and 
faithful,  the  school  rooms  are  pleasant  and  very  pleasant- 
l}'  located,  und  the  future  usefulness  and  success  of  this 
school  seem  assured. 

The  coiirse  of  study  in  the  High  School  has  been  thor- 
oughly remodelled  and  revised,  and  the  standard  raised. 
The  English  Course  has  been  extended  to  four  years  (the 
same  as  the  Classical  and  College  Courses)  and  a  more 
elaborate  course  of  study  marked  out.  To  meet  along 
felt  want,  the  first  year  in  the  English  Course  has  been 
made  one  of  business  training,  and  advanced  text  books 
in  Book-Keeping  and  Commercial  Arithmetic  have  been 
introduced.  Scholars  graduating  from  this  course  after 
the  thorough  training  in  Book-Keeping  received  in  the 
Grammar  School,  will  be  well  qualified  so  far  as  theoreti- 
cal knowledge  can  fit  them,  to  enter  upon  the  active  du- 
ties of  a  business  career.  Pupils  entering  the  High 
School  now  have  their  election  of  three  distinct  courses  of 
study,  either  of  which  is  equal  to  that  of  any  similar 
school  in  the  State.  (See  course  of  study  in  the  High 
School  infra) . 

Throuo-h  the  munificence  of  the  State  a  set  of  Hitch- 
cock's  o-eolosfical  works  has  been  added   to    the  school  li- 
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brary.  There  is  need  of  other  new  books  of  reference 
for  this  library  ;  also  of  new  apparatus  for  chemical  and 
philosophical  experiments.  A  certain  sum  should  be  ap- 
propriated each  year  for  the  purchase  of  such  l^ooks  and 
apparatus  as  are,  from  time  to  time,  needed. 

A  change  in  instructors  occurred  in  the  school  at  the 
close  of  the  Spring  term.  Miss  Elvira  Morrill,  who  had 
been  the  assistant  teacher  for  two  j^ears,  resigned.  Miss 
Christina  Scott  was  employed  to  fill  this  vacancy.  A 
class  of  twelve  was  graduated  from  this  school  at  the  close 
of  the  Spiring  term,  and  a  large  class  entered  from  the 
Grammar  School.  It  is  hoped  that  hereafter  larger  class- 
es will  enter  and  complete  the  chosen  course  in  this 
school,  offering  as  it  does  so  many  advantages  for  acquir- 
inof  a  thorouirh  education  and  of  such  a  varied  character. 
The  school  is  maintained  at  a  heavy  expense,  the  teachers 
are  competent  earnest  and  faithful,  the  courses  of  study 
are  broad  and  varied  enough  to  afford  every  one  a  choice. 
The  school  rooms  are  pleasant,  well  lighted,  comfortable 
and  very  pleasantly  located,  and  the  school  ought  to  be 
twice,  at  least,  its  present  size. 

In  closing  this  report  your  committee  would  suggest 
that  there  is  much  encouragement  in  the  present  outlook 
for  the  prosperity  of  the  schools  in  this  district.  During 
the  past  year  much  enthusiasm  in  the  school  Avork  has  been 
manifested  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  scholars  in 
the  diflerent  grades,  and  we  think  this  enthusiasm  is  in- 
creasing. But,  in  order  to  make  education  popular  and 
our  schools  well  patronized,  there  is  need  of  a  more  ear- 
nest, active  and  direct  interest  in    school   matters  among 
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those  to  whom  the  welfare  of  our  school  is  vitally  impor- 
tant, i.  e.,  every  citizen  who  is  a  parent  and  every  tax-pay- 
er. Larg-e  sums  of  money  are  raised  for  school  purposes 
and  it  is  of  interest  to  every  one  who  helps  pay  the  same, 
that  the  money  is  wisely  and  carefully  expended,  and  that 
our  teachers  and  scholars  are  encouraged  and  aided  in 
their  work  by  the  interest  and  sympathy  of  all.

The  schools  in  these  districts  are  so  small  that  there 
is  little  of  the  stimulus  to  active  effort  found  in  our  large 
schools,  arising  from  companionship  and  rivalry.  Another 
obstacle  to  success  in  these  schools  is  the  want  of  good 
and  uniform  text  books.-  The  teachers  are  hampered  by 
a  large  number  of  classes  many  of  which  might  be  con- 
solidated. 

As  a  remedy  for  the  first  evil,  I  can  do  no  better  than 
repeat  the  suggestions   of  my   predecessor  in  office,  viz., 
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that  these  two  districts  unite  with  District  No.  3,  under 
one  school  board,  and  that  the  two  schools  of  District 
Nos.  1  and  2  be  consolidated. 

The  money  expended  in  these  two  districts  ($306,00 
this  year)  for  school  purposes,  would  support  one  good 
school,  and  the  greater  of  the  present  difficulties  would 
then  be  obviated 

The  teachers  employed  in  these  two  districts  the  past 
year,  have  discharged  their  duties  with  faithfulness,  and 
ability  and  the  schools  are  in  better  condition  than  could 
reasonably  be  expected  under  the  present  circumstances, 
and  the  scholars  in  many  instances  have  made  rapid  pro- 
gress and  improvement,  showing  that,  with  better  oppor- 
tunities much  might  be  expected  of  them. 

This  report  together  with  the  report  of  the  Committee 
for  District  No.  3,  is  respectfully  submitted.
